I. Claims 1-19, drawn to establishing path for communication session in network 
with management and physical layers, classified in class 370, subclass 395.2. 

II. Claims 20-48, drawn to forked communication session setup messages, classified 
in class 370, subclass 395,21. 

2. The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the following reasons: 
Inventions Group I and Group II are related as subcombinations disclosed as usable 

together in a single combination. The subcombinations are distinct from each other if they are 
shown to be separately usable. In the instant case, invention Group I has separate utility such as 
establishing signaling for communication session between endpoints over packet network. 
Group II has separate utility such as allowing for arrangement for communication sessions to 
preferably be established using pre-determined high capacity paths to reduce the complexity of 
the topology information required.
